In a recent trip to Washington, as I 


walked past the White House, I looked 
up at the window over the entrance 
door with profound interest. It was 
there that I saw Mr. Lincoln for the 
last time. It was between 0 nnd 10 
o'clock in the evening. I stood by 
him in the upper hall and heard him 
make a speech a few scntances long to 
a crowd of men who came to represent 
spraething or other—I forget what. 
I 


was the only one with him, and he 
closed his few rcinaiks by announcing 
suddenly that I would make a speech, 
of which I had not the remotest inten- 
tion. 
But he seemed to enjoy getting 


me into a scrape from which there was 
no extrication except by making a 
"few 
remarks." It was near the close 


of the war, before the very last cam- 
paign, if I remember rightly. 
Blair, 


Sr., had been south, with the Picsi- 
dent's leave, as a volunteer mediator, 
hoping that, in their desperate fortunes, 
the southern managers might be in- 
duced to bring matters to an end. Mr. 
Alexander Stephens will well remember 
the abortive attempts al negotiation 
which followed. 
But the movement 


gave no inconsiderable uneasiness in 
the north, It was feared that the 
anguishful longing for peace might load 
the President to consent to terms 
which would make tlie cost and suffer- 
ing of the war less fruitful of liberty 
and future seeuiity than should be.

was stirred up to seek an interview 
with the President by Mr. Stanton. 


Accordingly, on appointment, I went 


about eight o'clock to the White 
House, and was shown into the recep- 
tion room at once. The whole house 
was as still as if deserted. One scivant

were the only persons I saw

re had burned itself out on the hearth,

I apologized for adding another visi-

entitled to more than ordinary consid- 
oration. 


In the article to which ho refers wo 


pointed out what wo considered the 
best remedy for tho wrongs of which 
tho farmers complain. 
Our object was 


to show that a diversified 
industry 


would not only result in furnishing tho 
fajrmor* what they ncod at greatly re- 
duced prices, but would also build up a 
home market for tbeir surplus products, 
thereby saving the cost of transports 
lion both ways. 
Since the agitation of 


this transportation question began a 
great deal has been said about tho al- 
leged evils of the concentration of capital 
in cities nod largo towns, but the nt 
icntion of the people has not been fre- 
quently enough called to the fact that 
this very concentration of capital di- 
rectly benefits the farmer. 
Cities and 


towns cannot bo 
built 
up 
except 


through tho influence of great enter- 
prises—such as trade nnd manufactures 
—and those cannot be profitably purs 


filed except by the use of aggregations 
of capital. 
Thcso enterprises give ems 


ploymont to vast armies of operatives 
and laborers, who must be fed and 
olothed from tho products o(' the I'iirm. 
Han our correspondent ever stopped to 
consider how much his farm would be 
worth if there was no town in Macon 
county larger than Wheallaml? 
Has 


ho over tried lo figure up how much 
tho price of his products would decline 
if JDecatur were wiped out of oiistcneo, 
and ita inhabitant* driven oil to Chi- 
ougo or soino other distant 
point ? 


Wo know him to be a fair-minded man, 
uud if ho lian ever reflected upon these 
things ho must certainly have cotnu to 
tho conclusion that consumers ot his 
products become valuable (o him in 
proportion to their nearness to him, 
arid eke «•;•»«. 


Wo only propose to discuss one point 


in tho letter of our correspondent. 
He 


hays : 
"U need not bo urged thai in- 


creasing the number of manufactories 


will remedy tho evil, for that will have 


it similar effect—so far as competition 


i'i concerned—as the multiplication of 
railroadi!." 
In the discussion of this 


question our correspondent will pardon 
us if wo call his attention to the fact 
that all men—whatever their vocation 
—agrco upon the proposition that it is 
right for them to take the highest price 
toey can get for tho products of their 
tabor. 
If "A Farmer" raised the only 


crop of corn in Macon county he would 
not be likely to ««< n'/icc it at fifty cents 
per bushel, unless it. were possible to 
•hip corn here from other localities at 
that price. 
Ho would ask, and take, 


the very highest figure ho tould get] 
and lie down 
U> sleep with the calm 


conscience of ono who thought he had 
uiado "a good thing." 
That he does 


not got a dollar a bushel for his corn is 
because bis neighbors all raise the same 
crop, and can afford to sell it for a less 
price. 
Just so with the manufacturer. 


Tho limit of tho prices he puts upon 
his products is guagod to suit tho diffi- 
culty which the purchaser will experi- 
ence in buying elsewhere. 
Our corre~ 


upondont will readily see that if there 
wore two woolen mills in Deeatur in- 
s'.oad of one, jeans and flannels might 
possibly 
bo bought n trifle oliei.,ior. 


But it will not reduce the price of 
woolens to build plow factories, just as 
freights to Chicago have not bei'ii les- 
sened by the building of the Paris and 
Mattoon railroads. 
And this brings 


us to notice tho statement of our corre- 
spondent to the eft'uct that the multi- 
plication of railroads. docs not reduce 
the price of transportation. In this he is 


1 iborins under tho gravest error. 
Since 


the building of the Paris and I>ccatui 
railroad, and the Champaign branch ol 
tho I., H. & W. U. U. our merchants 
aud shippers timl the T., W.& W. mo- 
nopoly of the carrying trade to and 
from tho east smashed all to pieces, 
while passenger rates to tho cast have 
already been 
i educed, and will shortly 


bo lessened still more. 
But tlie rates 


of freight from tho west have not liccu 
reduccdjbccause every line running from 
Maoon county towards tho Mississippi 


be affected by the multiplication of 
railroads, and how tho building of 
more manufactures will tend to lessen 
tho price of manufactured articles. 


Wo arc glad to have our farmer 


friends discuss these subjects, for wo 


will all conic nearer to a mutual 
standing by a general interchange of 


ideas.

if we wish to purchase a wagon or buggy, 
wo cun get them from if 15 to $."() cheaper 
shipped from oilier States, lifter paying 
freight and ngcnt'B profit; the miller must 
have a higher price lor flrmr bought by a 
wholesaler, if it is to be Hhipped to VVhuut- 
land, thnn if it is to be shipped to some 
moro Oistaut market. Tlio same is truu of 
many other furm supplies. 
These are 


abuses that all our public journals which 
wish to retain tlio confidence and pillion 
ago of Ilio country people should aid in 
correcting. It need not bo urged that in 
creasing the number of mauufactoncs will 
remedy the evil, for that will have a simi- 
lar effect — solar as competition is concern- 
ed— as the luuUlplicatluu of railroads. 


Almost every person feels a degree of 


pride in seeing his nearest town being 
built up by the erection ot largo anil sub- 
stantial manufactories, elegant residcuecs, 
and. magnificent public buildings, if this 
can be done without his paying Cor losing) 
too much for tho rather extravagant luxury 
of beholding them, and heaiirtg his town 
complimented, bnt it will detract very ma- 
terially from his interest m such enterpri- 
ses to reflect that the laboring and produ 
cing classes have been compelled, by an 
unequal and unjust system of commercial 
intercourse, to boar more than their share 
of tho burden of bringing about these grand 
results.
